When the coercion bill was introilured fat 
the house of commons Thomas Kextoii was 
reporteil U> have said that if the National 
League were suppressed in Ireland it would 
remove its headquarters to England, out of 
tha Jurisdiction of the ooeroion net, and con- 
tlnua its work under the Hhadow of tha 
palace of Westminster. Little att<>ntion 
was paid to the remark at the time, if indeed 
the gentleman to whom it was ati('riU>i ever 
uttered it, but the idea quoted as liiii in likely 
to be carried out on a large s<;ale. Calmly 
and quietly Imt determinedly and surely 
agants of the league are establishing their 
branches throughout England, and with tha 
same alux-iice of anything indicating the 
purpose of its leaders, but with niH-oial 
raference to ]iermauency of location the or- 
ganiaiug la entrenching itaelf in various 
parts of Ireland where discovery by the 
xolnions of the law will be next to impoesi- 
ble, and at the same time extremely un- 
pleasant, if not positively unhealthy for the 
minion tliat accidentally stumbles over one 
of the retreats. 

Though, as it may be again said, Ireland 
owes much to the National I^eague, there has 
never been a time since that organization 
came fortli from the Land League that its 
maintenaui e, its absolute integrity and its pe- 
culiar jierfiiriimnre of .its particular luiutiun 
has been w) iiecfSHary to the [K-nsantry of 
Krin as uow, when a law for its uxU'ruiina- 
tlon is in tlii< la><t Htages of legislative incu- 
l>*ti<)ii. Wh.Mi the men who have for years 
bean pernitciited, ostensibly liecause they 
were Catholicti, find themselves if not alto- 
gether distrusttsl and on tho eve of being de- 
serted by tlii'ir spiritual head, at least in 
danger of Ikmiij; us«1 to f ui'ther the temporal 
interostn i>f the church at the expense of 
their liberty they naturally cling to the 
friend wliose every act has been in their be- 
half and in furtherance of the end of their 
freedom. 

To attempt to prevent the self-enforce 
nisnt of this law of human nature would b^ 
as futile as t<) endeavor to convince tljs Tory 
government that it isn't as speedily as its 
thick tikull will jxirmit butting out its brains 
against the wall of popular disfavor. The 
jieople of Ireland are aware of the fa<.!t that 
without the National I^eague they haven't a 
friend in the world ujkju whom to rely for 
uMiKtance in their dire extremity, and the 
tten who compose that body, and who are 
themselves of the people, have shown by the 
continued warfare against injastlce and op- 
pression that ban marked the existence of 
the League, that they may be depended 
upon to fight coercion as desperately as they i 
have fought everything in the past, whether 
legaJizecl or not, that luu threatened Irish- 
men with dlHaster to their homes, with the 
alternative of imprisonment or flight as the 
Jty o< dafanding tham. Tha National
